No. 31 i/ 13 / 72 -Poll.I —^The following Notification issued by the Commission of 
Inquiry appointed by the Government of India to Inquire into the course of 
disturbances which took place at Shahdara and elsewhere in Delhi from the 
l&th August 1972, to 2^d August, 1972, following the alleged murder of 
Shri Onkar Singh, on the 18th August, 1972. is published for general information 
as desired by the Commission: — 

Whereas by Notification No 31/0/72-Poll.I, dated the 24th August, 1972, the 
Central Government has appointed Hon'ble Mr Justice Vyas Dev Misra of Delhi 
High Court as Commis.sion of Inquiry to inquire into the following matters; — 

(a) the course of disturbances which took place at Shahdara and elsewhere 
in Delhi from the 19th August, 1972, to 22nd August, 1972, following 
the alleged murder of Shri Onkar Singh, on the 18th August, 1972; 

(h) adequacy of administrative measures taken to prevent and deal with 
the said disturbances; 

(c) justification for the use of force by the police and the extent thereof; 

(d) allegations of excesses, if any, hy the police; and 

(e) any other matter having relevance to the above 

Now, therefore, in the exercise of the powers conferred on the Commission 
of Inquiry Under the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1982, and the rules made 
thereunder, notice is hereby given to the public inviting all persons, acquainted 
with the subject matter of the inquiry; having any direct or relevant knowledge 
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of, or information with regard to the sul^ect matter of the Inquiry or who is or 
may be effected by the said Inquiry, to furnish to the Commission statements 
relating to the matters referred to above at the office of the Shahdara Disturbances 
Commission of Inquiry at Room No. 1, Second Ftc>or. Reserve Bank Building, 
Parliament Street, New Delhi on or before 19th September, 1&72, between 10 a.m. 
tv 6 p.m. on any working day. 

Notice is hereby also given for general information that the first sitting of 
the Commission .will be held in an open Court at Vigyan Bhawan, Maulana Azad 
Road, New Delhl-ll at 10.30 a.m. on 25th September, 1972, and on such subsequent 
date at such time and place as the Commission shall direct. All those persons 
who may give the statements mentioned above or any other person who is or 
may be effected by the said inqmry or is otherwise in possession of any relevant 
knowledge or information about the subject matter of inquiry may present 
themselves before the Commission on the aforesaid date or any other date to 
which the sitting may be postponed and appear and take part in the proceedings 
with the permission of the Commission.
